deadly weapons, The agent ol the Freedmen's
Bureau, at Drommondtovn, teleeraphed to
©eneral Armstrong, Supermtendent of this
Pistriot, setting forth the fiucts of this disturb-
snee, and stariog that the eivil authorities had
been applied to, but were powerless to act o
the matter, General  Armstrong communi-
eated with Licutenant H. 8. Gunseyoort, Aoting
Ansietant Adjutant-Genenl to General
Miles, who despatebed Lieutennnt Croaley,
of the Twelfth United States intantry regiment,
garrisoning the fortres:, with a detail of men
eonskling ol one sergeant, two corporsis, and
fiiteen ptivates, on the steam-lug Gencoa, to tie
soene of the disturbance, with instructions to
mse discretionary mensures in nre:'nrvlnr.r the
peace and quiet nmong toe inhabltants, The
report was donbiless exaggerated, and ori«l
nated, it 15 snoposad, In & groundless fear ol the
resulis of s hostile feeling entertained by the
farmers and residents of the country aza'nst
some of the returned Texan soliiery and otaer
negroes, who had becoms possessed ol arms, snd
whom it was thought tutended makiug an illegal
use of them, e %
On last Satorday evening, Henry A, Wise de-
Hvered an address at the Opera Houose in Nor-
folk. the subject of which wae the Churches ol
the Sooth, embodying the oropriety and duty of
rebuildiog and repairing those churched in the
Southern Htates which daring the war b nd heen
injured, burned, and deiaced. The atendance
was very small, owing to the intense heat of the
evening, and the address, tinctured with his
well-known rebellious views, was not quite as
Bbitier us his late one, delivered at Alexandria,
During the address, the spesker, in recalliog a
gtatement of the Dedieatory Praver ol SBolom i,
alluded to the grievous oaths wolch had been
required of himeell and other people of Vir-
inin.
rHe endeavored to show that il was no aprit
of insubordination, or rebollion to lawful au-

FROM WASHINGTON THIS AFTERNDON.

WasmNaToN, July 18,
The Freedmen in Georgia.

General Tillson, of Georgia, forwards an ap-
plication for permiesion to place Slewart county
in that State under martial law, on account of
the indlsposition ¢t the eivil autiiorities to do
justice 10 the freedmen. He writea:—*T have
repeatedly called upon the civil authorities to
enforce the law, and secure justice to all, and

have offered military assistance. Oases are
couvstantly reported where the auchorities
have jolned with rioters in  mardering
freedmen afler they have been arrested

aud bound over. Judee Robert Walton lkilled
with his own haude o freedman who had been
arrested and bound by the Sherif upon tho
warrant iseued by this judge, the offeuse of the
negro being that of defending himsell against o
gang of ruffisus who eame Lo his farm Lo rob,
The freed people are refused protection of any
kind, and It is impossible to lmpress the cltizens

, and authorilies that it I8 their duty to suppross

thority, which furbade his taking the oath, but |

1kt 1he oath itsell was false n its terms, 11 that
It was & taoit admission that there had been a
Rebellion ¢ that he and others were Rabels, and
theretore trattors ; that there 13 an existing
Bebellion, and that he had been false to the
Ooystitution ot the United States and the nnion
of tone Bta'es themselve . Whereas, lor nearly
hall & century he had, by word aod deed, in

ace and war, battled tor the Consrituion aud
me Union ; sud bBelore the war began hal been
one and alone who had desired to dght the fizht
i the Union,

Those onthe were not necessary, could nat
socomplich any good result, and did bat pro-
mete perjary, hypocriey, and general Jeworali-
gation, as being the condition precedent of even
making an application for & pardon; it was an
absurdity and a ¢rime, A man must swear, not
before he is pardoned, but betore he can even
ask to be pardoned, In the kingdom ol Greecs,
aaid he, whoever heard of such a maons!irosity?
For hiuselr, he asked no purdon, for the reason
that he bad committed no offense for which to
be pardined. The seking of pardon admitted
gul?t, and for himeell he was conscious of no
guilt. He had obeyed those who bad the right
10 commund.

The very article ol the Constitution ol the
Onited Btates which was revoked to war-
rant the making war upon Virginia and the
other Southern Stales, gave those BStates
the sauthority to do all that might be re-

uisite to detend themselves agamnst inva-
sion and insurrec.on. Virgima ordered him
10 the teld of blood, und duty demanded that
he should obey that call; and it was too late
now to talk about there being no eanse, when
Virgmia bud been invaded in her every connty,
and every square foot of territory, and hud been
blusted, %unm], destroved; her cnurches be-
fouled, even the graves of her dead worthies
polluted, her houses burned, and her labor
stolen away.

And yet, now that for peace her sons had sur-
rendered at Appomattox and Greensboro, and
had taken the ampesty offered them, tney are
told that, although they could not leave
the Union, nevertheless they are not in the
Union, and ghinll not come into the Union antil
they consent to submil Lo terms of degradation
than whieh d2ath would be a blessed boon,
Ay, the grave of George Washinglon is to day
out of the Union, we are told, Those sacred
relics at Mount Vernon are pot in the Union,
but Virginia, once the ‘‘mother ol Staws und of
statesmn,” dismembered and dismantled, 13 to
be held in vasealage and a condition of terri-
torinl dependence,

The terms of the gamnesty oath were still
furtuer eriticized, especially that clanse re-
ferring to the laws pussed and proclamations
jesued during the war. The speager avowed
that with the result of war i the extirpation ol
slavery he had no quarrel, It was cause or de-
wout tnanks to God that he had been released
from the presence of negrodom and nugzgerdom
alike.

Cbristian hero, and tbat God may so guaide
govern, direct, and control all men and nli_
events, that the peace, prosperity, and glory ol
this country may be perpetunted through ail

sepce to Bolomon's Temple, giving a graphic
descripiion ol ila construction, and an ans vals
of Solomon’s Dedication Prayer. The peculiar

The Groat Internntionnl Boullers' Raecd
fa England,

DEFBAT OF THE AMERIOAN CHAMPION,
From the Manchester Eraminer, Ju'y b,

The great soullers’ race between Kelley, of
London, and Hamill, of Ameries, for £250 anide,
five miles, took place on tae Tine yesterday
morning, and was won by Kelley, by nearly
Bhalf & mile, Notwithstanding the early hour
of the race—hall-past 7 o'clock—und the draw-
buacks of uvcertainiy which notl Tuesday
attended 1, there were on the river and its
banke n!l the wsual characteristics ol a great
event on the Tyne. The weather was as moild us
could be desired.  Searcely more than a ripple
disturbed the surtace of the water, the only
breath of wind astir beine a (Rint breeze from
the Guteshead side. More than n dozen steam ~ra,
all heavily laden, las off the quays; the High
Level ana temporary bridees were thronged
with pepple. The Rabelt Banks and ail the
oibier fuvorite points of view were also erowided,

APPEARANCE OF THE MEN,

It was evident from the eurly preparations
that were made by the two competitors and
thelr lniends that both were in earnest, so that
no 'mplltnﬁon could be cast upon them lor want
of punctuality,

Hamill was the first to pat in an appearance,
which he did shortly belvre seven o'clock, on
Manclon House quay. He was accompanied by
Lis brother, Mr. Jobn Hamill, Mr, J, Laughlin,
and John hinckm, the Intler carrying tae scalls,
Ham!! looked the liu-tuu- of pood bealth and
found travning, snd daring the time that inter
vened between lus arrivil aod = bhen he had to
get into hie skifd, he walked leisurely up and
down the quay,

At Bye minutes past seven Kelley came down
the tiver in his outter, which was steered by
G. Drewitt. At the Mausion House quay he
slighted upon the raft,. He dld not go sahore,
but remaiued vpon the nimber, and personnily
looked alter his ekiff, which was rowed down
close afier the cutter, Preciscly ay hali-pnat seven
o'clock both men were 10 tneir skily, Kelley
betng the tiret to pull off from the shore, which
he did amid loud cheers from those on bosrd
the steamers in the immedinre vicinity.

Humill logt no time in tollowing suil.

THE OUTTHRA.

Meanwhile the cotters of the respoctive men
rowed to their stat one. That belonging to
Kelley, with Drewiit in the bow to eoach him
up, touvk up her pesition at the second pier ol
tne High Level bridge trom {he norih shore,
thut being Kelley's side, according to toe result
of the tose. Hamill was swteaded by Jack
Clasper in another eigh!, stroked by CGeorge
Stroug, Boih men puddled off to their respective
cutiers, and at once orepured themselves tor the
cowing contest, Not much time was lost by
either ol tuem, Ketley soon doffine his flannels
und straw hat, which he banded into his cuteer,
and then Ia'd bis hoat end on to the siream.
Humill net having aoy superfiuens clothmg of
v hioh to diveat imselt, allowed hee gl just o
lie athwart the stresm unul Kelley should be
ready.

THE START,

Ouly o very few minntes were spent io getting
prepured, so that at exuctly twenty-one minutes
to B o'clovk, the ery was raised, *They're off!
they're off 1™ and <o indeed (hey were, but so
enry dud they gel awey that 1t was ulmost im-
prreeptible,

At the tirsl two strokes Helley's skiff shot ont
ahead, and o o lew more he bad ber stew elean
qul. Humill's, Kelley pulled s usual long,
auneching saoke, wuile that of Hamill was
short aud quick, at <omething ke nearly two to
one o! Ketley's, It was plainly apparent from
the start that these would have but little effect
W hen pitted azninst those o1 the BEnglish cham.
pion, for although at firet he had the appearance
of coming up to Kelley, the latur soon shook
Lhim off, and not only so, but al |he Skipnerburn
wus lending the American by about a leneth.,
1he latter, nowever, nothing dannred, gave way
with u will, his strokes now settling down Lo
sLout three to two ol Kelley's, but although he
pulled vigorously, his strokes seemed to have
Lub sitile eficet. The cheering on board the
geveral gteamers wos tremendons, the people on
Loaid shoutine lustily 10 thewr resoective men
10 vige them on, the friends ol tbe American
gtill thinking that Le had a chance.

By the time thev arrived at the Grivdslone
Quay, however, Kelley's loug and powerful
sauke was telling immensely m s favor, so
tcuch so, indeed, that a: thi2 point he had his
boat compleiely ¢lear by upwards ol a length,
and wps giving Hawmiil the benefit of his back-
water, The cheering on board the boata was now
teken up by the peopie on the shore, who rag mn
o body nlong the goay in purauit of the two
ekifls.  Opposite the lead tactory both men had
settled down into & steadv stroke, that ol Hamill
being now scurcelv sorapid as at the commence-
ment, Kelley had evidently the advantage in
style, as each stroke seomed to make the interval
wider and wider between the two boats, until at
the gps works he had added another lencth to
the gap between them,

Humill, however, wad pulling a I}luc‘k,\r stern
race, for bis strokes, alter ouce seltling down to
thewr regular asversges, never faltered In the
slightest, notwitlstanding the fact that Kelley
wrs leading him to the esxtent he was, the
Euglish champion eraduslly improving his poai-
tion nnti getting to Waterson's Quay.

KEELLEY AHEAD,

Here Kelley was fully four lenzths ahead, and
there were cries that Hamill was done up,
These were met by the assersion, and perhaps
beliet on the part of some, that he was oufy
gaving hvmsell for the finish, This beiler, ho w-
evor, was u delusion, for Kelley, admirably

iloted by Drewitt, gradually inoreased the gap

¢tween the boats, Jack Clasper did all he
could to keep Hamill straight, but could not
succeed, At Ulssper’s bouthouse, Harry shot
abead magniticently, 80 much so, indeed, 4s to
obtain a jead of at least len lengths, Hamill
here steered to the north side of the course, to
gain come slight advantage of possible, and the
movement cost bim some little grouna, while
Kelley, amid fremendous cheering, was suil
euining. Al the lower end of the Annie great
cheerivg burst forth, us it was seen that the
Awencan looked ahend, and then pulled vigor-

owrly for avout ascore of stroves. He might
weeibly by this  gain perhaps & length,
ut Kelley faw the move, sod did the

same. Here Kolley wae, at & modest reckoninz,
eight or uine lengths ahepd.  The stcamers
were in 1o way pressing on the last man. and a
good course was kept lor the compeutors. At
Armetrone’s blast turnaces the position of the
rowers had much sltered, for Kelley had by
thig time got twelve lengths In iront, and he
now seotued to ense hiwseil a trifle, althougn he
was you pulling ¢8 fast as his opponent. OUn
passing the blast turnaces there wore loud
shovts thut it was all over, and that Humill
would never last, a8 pe was convnaally lo-ing
ground. Armstrong quay was next reached,
where Kelley had geioed in & very short space
of 1ime three or four more lengilis: apd when
the dist man was opposite Coveutry Taveram, on
the King's Meadows, Hawill was abreast of
Armetrong,
A LEFIVHARD EFFORT,

Here Hamall pulled with hig left haod as if he
wore golng 1o land, but bis ercatio course was
quickly asliered uunder the direction ol J. H.
Otasper; while at the sewe time Kelley, who
would hug the north eliove, was likewise ordered
by Drewitt to keep u better offing, and he ac-
eordipgly pulied a trifle to the south, Above
the Mendows House & tew yards Hamily, by some
wisadventure, nearly caught a *‘orab,” snd ne
seemd to flounder romewhar in his boat, He
tbereby lost & couple of strokes, und see:ng his
mishep for the next tfty or sixty yards—for
boat lengths seemoed now oul of tus question—
he pulléed away rapialy, When Kelley was
pussing the top end or the Meadows, Flamill
wit nabreast of Armstrong's top  quay,
losing ground ®lmost every stroke, and al this
poiut the race sremed virtually over, ns it was
almost lmpossible that the American could
recover the lost ground, Notwithstanding that
he possessed such & commanding lead, Kelloy
continued to exert bimeell and almost every
stroke added some little to the great wdvantage
he already possessed; sud when his oraft was
opposite Paradise that of Hamill wis only clear-

ing the Meadows, and musl have boeen atleast
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forty lemgths behind Hamwill, on entering the
sirait lor the Menaows, seemed to improve his
comse some what, and also pulled with grestor
regulenty than he had done since leaving Olas
rer's boathonse,

This gave new hopes to the sympalthizers o J
the American, and an atlempt 0 renex the ex
oitement was made by the throngs who followed
in the wake of the competitors; but this was
shori-lived, for on glancing onward to the Eng-
hsh champion, it was evideot that he was fully
prepared for and eqoal fo any lmprovement in
the condition of his antagonist, hen Kelley
saw Hamill's cpurt he increazed his own strokes
and continued to draw sieadily ahead, and
tinsily bamshed all hope from the broasts of
ti ose who sporied the American colors,

The contusion which bad, ever mad anon,
provailed up the conrse to this point among the
stenmers, was now obviated by the great width
of the river, and likewize from the {act that the
anxions exeitement 08 to who would win, which
imparted n species of wildness to the nelions of
the crowding spectitory, was now compleiely
allayed; the only oblect being to aseeriain by
how many lengthe Kelley would go in first,
FALLING.

The etendy pulling of Hamill was of short
